Yesterday aftef an ill-fated reign 
of 17 s c a t s . 
Bundu* g erect to front of hi red 
and gold throne in the national 
House of Representatives, the young 
monarch took the oath to uphold 
the constitution and assumed the 
royal powers. 
Loud hurst* of cneering and ap­ 
plause roared up from the assembly 
as the .toothful king spoke 
Slowly and clearly, Baudouin said: 
**I swear to observe the constitution 
and the laws of the Belgian people; 
to maintain the national independ­ 
ence and integrity of the territory.'* 
Tile new ruler took the oath in 
the khaki uniform of a lieutenant 
general highest rank to the Belgian 
army. He acre only one decoration 
—the crimson sash of the Order of 
Leopold. 
Outside cannons boomed, church 
bells pealed and thousands of Bel­ 
gians cheered to the bright sunlight 
It all aaa in marked contrast to 
yesterday's brief, quiet ceremony at 
which Leopold signed his abdication 
papers before 250 persons in a royal 
palace ballroom, 
Today thousands packed the hall, 
built to house 220 persons. 
Hie 49-year-old Leopold gave up 
Ids throne yesterday still contending 
his surrender to the Germans to 
I$40 was only after the army had 
“fought valiantly to the extreme 
limit of its resistance,'' His enemies 
had accused him of being pro- 
German and also condemned his 


wartime marriage to the beautiful 
commoner, M ary-Liliane Bads 


As the controversy threatened to 
split the country, Leopold returned 
to Belgium in July last lear after a 
pleb im tie showed 58 per cent of 
the voters wanted him 
But he 
turned his powers over to Baudouin 
temporarily on August I, after So­ 
cialist strikes and riot* threatened 
a revolutionary march on Brussels.
